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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

Claims 6 and 7 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c) as being in improper form 
because a multiple dependent claim cannot depend from another multiple dependent 
claim. See MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claims 6 and 7 not been further treated 
on the merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 1 

Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over USP 
5,847,237. USP 5,847,237 teaches that the catalyst composition that embraces the 
claimed composition. The reference teaches that the composition can be a mixture of 
basic magnesium carbonate and magnesium hydroxide, note the second full paragraph 
of column 4. While the reference does not teach the instant ratios, the claim range is so 
broad as to embrace most of the possible ratios. Moreover, the reference places no 
limitation of the amount of each component and one would expect a variety of such 
mixtures to be suitable in the prior art process including those within the broad range of 
ratios embraced by the instant claims. While the prior art composition may contain 
addition components, this is of no moment since the instant claims do not exclude the

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presence of these additional components. The comparative example given in the 
specification is noted but not found persuasive of patentability. The example is not 
considered to be representative of the prior art catalyst composition. Nor is the claimed 
catalyst composition closest to the prior art compared.
